Mrs. Warmer Defines 
Place of Home in 
American Life 


Mrs. Benjamin F. Warmer of 
Ontario, American Home chair- 
man for the California Federation 
of Women’s clubs, stressed’ the 
importance of the home as a place 
where youth gets its concepts 


when she spoke at the meeting of 
the Upland Woman's club Tues- 
day. Her talk was enthusiastical- 
ly received. 

It is not the church nor the 
schoel where young people today 
learn moral values, she said. The 
home is the fundamental char- 
acter-forming unit of society. 

Inferring that the responsibility 
placed on the home today is great- 
er because the temptations of 
youth greater today, the 
speaker quoted a police officer 
who said that the conditions in 
road houses were “100 per cent 
worse today’’ than a decade ago. 
But the hope for youth lies in the 
Stability and strength which the 
home furnishes. 

Two laws of social significance 
‘were discusssed by Mrs. Warmer. 
She explained the conciliation 
court, suggested by Judge Ben 
Lindsey. According to this law, 
put into effect last September, a 
couple contemplating divorce can 
appeal to this court. There is no 
charge for the services. Juris- 
diction of the court extends for 30 
days. Object of the court is to 
preserve the home for the sake of 
the children. Although Mrs. 
Warmer believes it is too early to 
judge the results, it appears to be 
accomplishing much good. 

Second social legislation is the 
health examination requirement 
for marriage. In southern coun- 
ties, especially, evasions of the law 
have been manifested in a de- 
crease of 40 to 60 per cent in the 
marriage rate.

The Hurlberts Have Something 


It is difficult for a layman to understand why there is so 


much opposition to the “Tlurlbert treatment’? for tuber- 
eulosis. ne 

Perhaps the treatment is a fake. It doesn t seem so. 

Perhaps Mr. and Mrs. Edward Hurlbert, compounders of 
a formula, should be forever prevented by the courts from 
further activities. That doesn’t seem right. 

All we know about the ‘Hurlbert treatment’’ is what has 
been told us and what was observed last summer at the 
county-maintained rest home at Mentone. A dozen men and 
women were at the home receiving special treatments as a 
test of the Hurlbert formula. Most of the patients were tak- 
en there with virtual death sentences hanging over their 
heads. Their recovery was considered almost hopeless. 'To- 
day, most of those patients are in their home cities living 
more or less normally.

they would let the afflicted die un- 
attended. Sometimes a scare will 
possess a community, and the peo- 
ple will act in the most inhuman 
manner, excusing themselves on 
the ground of precaution. 

Our pioneers were good-natured 
enough, but frightened beyond 
reason at the very beginning of 
the outbreak, and knowing I had 
called at a house where there was 
fever, refused to admit me to their 
homes, no matter how long after, 
or whether I had changed my 
clothes, or taken precautions 
against spreading disease. 

The sick were in want and the 
healthy must be made to assist 
them, but how to get them to help 
was a problem. Finally, it was 
decided that those who were will- 
ing to cook such things as a 
stricken family needed should 
carry their gifts to the place and 
leave them on the roadside, where 
the family would go out and get 
them. Or the donors might leave 
their gifts outside their own gates 
and I would call and collect them. 

There was one family on the 
outskirts of town where three of 
the four children were tossing 
with fever. The father was away 
from home looking for work, and 
the mother was nursing the chil- 
dren, single-handed. 

NO UNDERTAKER 

One of the little ones died, and 
as I went in to carry it out—we 
had no undertaker, and no one 
cared to venture into the house— 
the mother asked me if she could 
not go with me to the grave with 
her baby. 

“T'll see if I can manage it,” I 
said, and leaving the baby with 
the mother hurried away. 

My wife could not refuse, and | 
at once went with me and stayed 
with the other children while the 
mother and I went with two men, 
who waited without the house, and 
the mother had the sad satisfac- 
tion of seeing her baby reverently 
laid away. 

TAKES TYPHOID 
At last, toward the end of : 


summer, I took down myself with 
typhoid. Our Indian friends, who 
had stuck to us through it all, 
were perhaps a little the cause 
of my breakdown. 

When‘ water was plentiful we 
had taught the Indians to wash, 
and gave them soap for that pur- 
pose. Now for weeks we had had 
no water except a very little in
